WARSAW, July 3—The Ameri­ 
can embassy today awaited a re­ 
ply to a protest to the Polish gov­ 
ernment against the detention and 
brusque treatment of two of its 
attaches observing the voting in 
the Sunday referendum. 
Ambassador Arthur Bliss Lane 
lodged the protest with the Polish 
foreign office. The attaches were 
Stephen Zsgorski, economic an­ 
alyst a t the embassy, and Edwin 
R. Raymond, agricultural attach*. 
The two, accompanied by Mrs. 
Zagorski, were observing the vot­ 
ing a t Kielce, between 
W arsaw 
and Krakow. They were members 
of a large embassy staff serving 
as election observers in various 
part* of Poland. 
A Polish security policeman stop­ 
ped them and accused them of dis­ 


tributing "anti-state" propaganda 
leaflets. They were forced to drive 
their automobile, flying an Ameri­ 
can flag, to security police head­ 
quarters.

of discovery. For 377 years after 
their discovery, the islands were 
Spanish. 
Spanish invaders conquered the 
islands by the end of the 16th cen 
tury but their rule was ham pered 
by a steady succession of revolts 
and passive resistance. 
The modem history of the is- 
p lands has been m arked by a con­ 
tinual effort for Independence. 
During the first half of the 19th 
century, 
there 
were only from 
2,000 
to 5,000 
Spaniards in 
the 
archipelago. Spanish was spoken 
by relatively few natives. 
In 1872 some 200 native soldier* 
of the Cavite arsenal revolted, kill 
ed their officers and shouted for 
independence. Plans for a sim ilar 
dem onstration within Manila fail­ 
le ed.

J pressed, and wholesale arrests, life 
im prisonment and execution fol­ 
lowed.

broke out between Spain and the 
United States.

YOU’D never expect that such 
severe injuries as sprains, dis­ 
located joints, broken bones or 
even loss of a finger could result 
from the wearing of rings. And, 
yet, Drs. Harold E. Simon and 
Harry Alban of the U. S. Army 
Medical Corps, have found they 
do and rather frequently at that. 
They made a survey of a group 
of one thousand soldiers and found 
that more than two out of three 
wore rings. About one out of every 
thirty had suffered some injury at­ 
tributed to the presence of the 
ring. These physicians also Boled 
eleven ring injuries which were so 
severe that surgical attention wa* 
required. 
Finger Injuries 
It is reasonable to assume that 
there are many minor finger in­ 
juries due to rings which do not 
come to the physician’s attention. 
The ring may cause injury in vari­ 
ous ways. Most frequently the in­ 
jury occurs because the ring is 
rfcught on a projection. In almost 
one-third of the cases studied the 
injury occurred during the course 
of exit from an airplane. 
In these instances as the person 
was leaving the plane, the ring 
caught on some projection and 
thus put pressure on the finger. 
Six injuries occurred from catch­ 
ing the ring on a nail or a bolt. 
The remainder occurred in vari­ 
ous w ays, such as pushing a swing, 
crushing the ring against the 


finger during an overenthusiastic 
hand shake or as a result of other 
crushing injuries. 
Some people wear rings after 
they have become too small. This, 
of course, interferes with the cir­ 
culation and may result in some 
type of trouble after a prolonged 
period. 
The injuries which result from 
the rings include contusions or 
bruising but more often laceration 
or tearing of the skin. These lacer­ 
ations frequently require sewing. 
Tendon Severed 
In several instances a tendon 
connecting a muscle to a bone was 
severed. Following a burn or a 
broken bone in the finge r, swelling 
of the tissues results, which means 
a disturbance of the circulation. 
Prompt removal of the ring by 
cutting, if necessary, will prevent 
serious or permanent injury in 
such cases. 
Because of the number of injur­ 
ies which may result from wear­ 
ing rings, Drs. Simon and Alban 
advise that rings be removed dur­ 
ing work and at any other tima 
when wearing them might be dan­ 
gerous. 
At other times, of course, there 
is no reason why rings should 
not be worn by either men or wo­
